An audit includes exam ining, on a test 
basis, evidence supporting the am ounts and disclosures in the financial statem ents. 
An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant 
estim ates m ade by m anagem ent, as w ell as evaluating the overall financial statem ent 
presentation. W e believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

In our opinion, the general-purpose financial statem ents referred to above present 
fairly, in all m aterial respects, the financial position of the Housing Authority of the 
Vernon Parish Police Jury as of Decem ber 31, 1999 and the results of its operations 
and changes in its total equity for the year then ended, in corfform ity w ith generally 
accepted accounting principles. 

As described in Note A to the financial statem ents, the PHA has changed from the 
G overnm ental Funds to the Enterprise Funds m ethod for the year ended Decem ber 
31. 1999. 



In accordance w ith Governm ent Auditing Standards, we have also issued a report dated April 
30, 2000 on eur consideration of Housing Authority of the Vernon Parish Police Jury's internal 
control over financial reporting and our test.~ of its com pliance w ith certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grants. That report is an integral part of an audit perform ed in 

accordance with Government Auditing Standards and should be read in conjunction with this 
report in considering the results of our audit. 

O ur audit w as perform ed for the purpose of form ing an opinion on the general-purpose 
financial statem ents of the Housing Authority of the Vernon Parish Police Jury, taken as a 
whole. The accom panying supplem entary  schedules are presented for purposes of additional 
analysis, and are not a required part of the general-purpose financial statem ents. Such 

inlormation has beer~ subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general- 
purpose financial statem ents and, in our opinion, are fairly stated, in all m aterial respects, in 

relation to the general-purpose financial statem ents taken as a w hole.

NOTE A - SUM M ARY O F SIGNIFICANT ACCO UNT PO LICIES AND C HANG E OF 
ACCO UN-HNG PRINC IPLE 

The Housing Authority of the Vernon Parish Police Jury (the Authority), a public 
corporate body, w as organized for the purpose of providing decent, safe, and 
sanitary dwelling accom m odations for persons of Jow incom e. 

The Authority is operated by the Vernon Parish Housing Authority, w hich operates 
both a Low Rent and Section 8 Program . The HUD subsidy is deposited and 
expenditures are m ade from VPHA. M onthly, the fee accountant separates the 
transactions and prepares separate accountings for both authorities. 

The Authority is engaged in the acquisition, m odernization, and adm inistration of 
low-rent housing. In addition, the Authority has adm inistrative responsibility for 
various other com m unity developm ent program s w hose prim ary purpose is the 
developm ent of viable urban com m unities by providing decent housing, a suitable 
living environm ent, and econom ic opportunities principally for persons of low and 
m oderate incom e. 

The Authority is administered by a governing Board of Commissioners (the Board), 
whose m em bers are appointed by the Vernon Parish Police Jury. Each m em ber 
serves a five-year term on a rotating basis. Substantiatly all of the Authority's 
revenue is derived from subsidy contracts w ith the U.S. Departm ent of Housing 

and Urban Dew:lopment (HUD). The Annual Contributions Contracts entered into 
by the Authority and HUD provide operating subsidies for Authority-ow ned public 
housing facilities and housing assistance paym ents for eligible individuals. 

G enerally accepted accounting principles require that the financial 
statem ents present the accounts and operations of the Authority and its 
com ponent units, entities for w hich the Authority is considered to be 
financially accountable. Blended com ponent units, although legally 
separate entities, are, in substance, part of the Authority's operations and 
data from these units, if any, are com bined w ith data of the Authority. Each 
discretely presented com ponent unit, if any, would be reported in a separate 
colurnn in the com bined financial statem ents to em phasize that it is legally 
separate from the Authority. As of Decem ber 31, 1999, and for the fiscal 
then ended, the Authority had no discretely presented com ponent units or 
any com ponent units required to be blended in these financial statem ents.

For the year ended Decem ber 31, 1999, the PHA has changed from the 
G avernm ent Funds M ethod to the Enterprise M ethod. This change w as 

strongly recommended by the Real Estate Assessment Center (REAC) of 
The Departm ent of Housing and Urban Developm ent. 

lhe Enterprise Funds M ethod accounts for operations in a m anner sim ilar to 
a private business. Under tM s m ethod, all assets, including fixed assets, 
and all liabilities are in one fund, and one financial statem ent. 

The Enterprise Fund recognizes revenues and expenses on the full accrual 
basis. Revenues are recognized w hen earned and becom e m easurable. 

Expenses are recognized in the period incurred, if m easurable. In the prior 
m ethod used, the G overnm ental Funds M ethod, the m odified accrual 
m ethod w as necessary. 

Depreciation expense m ust be recognized for the Enterprise Fund. Under 
the G overnm ental Funds M ethod, depreciation w as optional and the PHA 
elecled not to recognize it. 

RFAC suggests that accum ulated depreciation be charged to HUD Capital 
Contributions, not Retained Earnings. REAC directs that soft costs from 
developm ent and m odernization be deleted from fixed assets and charged 
to HUD Capital Contributions. 

REAC also directs PHA's to delete outstanding debt ow ed to HUD, annual 
contributions and debt am ortization funds receivable due from HUD, and 
close them to HUD Capital Contributions.

The Authority is required by its HUD Annual Contributions Contracts to 
adopt annual budgets for the Low-Rent Housing Program and the Section 8 
Program s. Annual budgets are not required for ClAP grants as their 

budgets are approved for the length of the project. Both annual and project 
length budgets require grantor approval. 

The Authority is under a lim ited budget review from H UD w ith the control 
category of total operating expenditures. If there are no overruns of the total 
operating expenditures, then HLID does not require budget revisions other 
than w hen there are substantial additions to nonroutine expenditures. 

The budget is prepared on a statutory (HUD) basis and does not contain a 
provision for uncollectible tenant receivables, or depreciation. The budget 
does reflect furniture and equipm ent additions from operations.
